GAY FREEDOM DAY PARADE 

The Gay Community of San Francisco 
will have a week of celebration 
culminating in a spectacular Gay Parade 
on Sunday June 24th, carving its way 
straight through the downtown area of 
San Francisco. The Gay Freedom Day 
Committee announces that as to date 
organizational participation is 32 from all 
over the West Coast and Canada, as well 
as 17 floats, 4 bands, and 19 
neighborhood groups. It is estimated that j 
over 30,000 persons will participate in 
the parade, as directly or as spectators. 
Among the organizations participating 
will be SOCIETY FOR INDIVIDUAL 
RIGHTS, TAVERN GUILD OF SAN 
FRANCISCO, METROPOLITAN 
COMMUNITY CHURCH, COUNCIL ON 
RELIGION AND THE HOMOSEUXAL, 
GAY PEOPLES UNION OF 
STANFORD, EMMAUS HOUSE, JOIN 
HANDS and ACHVAH - A group of 
Jewish Gays. 

The committee has declared June 
24th as GAY FREEDOM DAY and will 
hold a Parade beginning at 1 PM at Post 
and Sansome Streets. The city has 
granted a parade route up Post to Larkin, 
down Larkin to Sacramento, up 
Sacramento to Gough. The Parade will 
end at Lafayette Park and from there 
continueoto Marx Meadows in Golden 
Gate Park for a grand old fashioned 
picnic with music and fun. 

Many Gay businesses and 
organizations are planning decorated 
floats. Also participating will be a horse 
unit, motorcycle group, cable car, fire 
engine, bands and many, many marching 
groups of Gay people. 

The week prior to GAY FREEDOM

(June 6, 1973 

San Francisco, California) 

A new organization to serve the Gay 
Community has been established. THE 
PRIDE FOUNDATION is being organized 
under the general non-profit law of the 
State of California. The purpose of THE 
PRIDE FOUNDATION is to promote the 
welfare of the homosexual community 
through educational activities and legal 
action. 

The Foundation’s bylaws provide for 
a Board of Directors of not less than 15 
persons.

Project to search out and respond to cases 
of defamation of Gay people by the 
media. 

Development and preparation of 
surveys of opinions, needs, ideas among 
the Gay community. 

Development of educational seminars 
for groups in the professions, public life, 
and students.

THE GAY MALE EXPERIENCE 

“The Gay Male Experience” is a 
Course offering at Lone Mountain College 
this summer. 

It is the title of a new course being 
offered in San Francisco this summer by 
Lone Mountain College. The fully 
acredited four unit course is being offered 
by the Sociology Department as part of 
its summer session from June 26th to 
August 3rd. 

The teacher of the course, Michael 
SilversteiroPh.D. is a former professor of 
Sociology at California State University, 
Hayward, and City College of New York. 
For the last three years he has been an 
activist in the Gay Movement in the Bay 
Area as well as a frequent writer for the 
Gay and radical press. 

The course will both survey the 
present community-building processes 
going on among Gay men in the Bay 
Area, and attempt to place them within a 
sociological perspective. Subjects that will 
be discussed include Gay men and the 
psychology of oppression; the barriers to 
a Gay men’s communtiy; the traditional 
Gay men’s subculture; Gay civil rights 
and social service agencies; and the Gay 
Liberation Movement. 

The emphasis will not be on formal 
lectures but on informal discussions. In 
addition, there will be the opportunity to 
share personal experiences and explore 


one’s own identity in a small group 
context. 

Guest speakers will be brought in 
from various segments of the Gay men’s 
world, and students will be encouraged to 
personally observe various institutions 
and organizations within thexommunity. 

The course will meet Monday, 
Tuesday, Thursday and Friday from 1 to 
3 PM, and students will receive four units 
credit, transferable to most institutions 
of higher learning. 

Enrollment is open to all interested 
persons, Gay or straight. For information 
concerning registration, contact: Office 
of the Registrar, Lone Mountain College, 
San Francisco, Calif.

KPFA BEGINS GAY TALK 
PROGRAM 

Non-commercial radio station KPFA, 
94.1 FM, in Berkeley. California, begins a 
new late-night Gay talk-variety program, 
“Gay Talk,” on Monday night, June 4th 
at 11 PM. Tire program, which will run 
until 1 AM will be heard on alternate 
weeks. Elements of the first program will 
include a montage of excerpts from past 
Gay programs broadcast by the Pacifica 
stations, going back to 1958, as well as 
recounting of individual “coming out” 
experiences by the people involved in 
producing the program. A Gay news 
summary will be heard on each program, 
and there are plans for a soap opera, 
tentatively called “Gays of Our Lives.”’ 
Gay poetry and music will be an integral 
part of the program, and listeners will be 
invited to call in to the program to 
discuss their own experiences as well as 
the issues raised on the show. 

The program will be alternately 
produced by a Gay men’s radio collective 
and a Lesbian radio collective. KPFA 
currently broadcasts two other egular 
Gay programs; commentaries each 
Sunday at 5:30 PM, rotating among 
spokespeople for four Gay groups, and 
Aspects of Gay Life,” which is heard 
monthly - the June program will deal 
with Religion and Gay People and will be 
heard June 11 th at 10 PM. 

A spokesperson for KPFA said that 
the new program was instituted because 
“there was a real need felt for it in the 
community, and we are gratified that the 
organizing of local Gay people around the 
idea of production of Gay radio 
programming happened at the same time 
that some station staff members had 
come to the conclusion that we needed to 
devote more time to Gay issues on a 
regular basis. We hope that this program 
will truly serve all segments of the Gay 
community and prove to be educational 
for non-Gay listeners as well.”

On Thursday, May 31st, there was a 
meeting of S.I.R. members — residents of 
the Peninsula - to discuss the 
relationships between the Society and 
. those living South of San Francisco. 
Attedning the dinner meeting at THE 
CRUISER with S.I.R. President Frank 
Fitch and Trustee Doug De were 
members from many Peninsula cities, 
including Menlo Park, Burlingame, 


Redwood City, Sunnyvale, Belmont, San 
Mateo and Pacifica. 

Mr. Fitch offered an explanation of 
why he called for such a meeting. There 
are specific needs of this area that the 
Society should become better informed 
about. Also, Gay political progress in the 
Peninsula requires an organized group of 
Gay people who vote in local elections. 
“We know that San Mateo or Santa Clara 
County Supervisors are more likely to 
listen to their own constituents than to 
someone who votes in Oakland or San 
Francisco.” He also suggested that those 
present would be able to cooperate more 
effectively with GAY PEOPLE’S UNION 
of Stanford and represent the Society at 
Peninsula social events. 

In the several hours of discussion that 
followed the dinner, many points were 
brought up by those present. One was 
that local people should develop 
information on candidates and issues in 
the two county areas and make this 
available to Gay Peninsula voters. Also, 
the positions of their State Assemblymen 
on Willie Brown’s Consensual Sex 
Legislation should be made known. An 
active effort should be launched to 
involve Peninsula residents in the efforts 
of the Gay movement. Some thought 
there were not very many Gays living 
South of San Francisco. Mr. Fitch 
theorized that a great number of Gay 
people are members of the middle class, 
economically and socially, and we could 
expect that many of them would have 
participated in the move out of urban 
areas into the suburbs, quite often for the 
same reasons as Non-Gay.s, including 
lower taxes, less violent crime, better real 
estate buys and a quieter social 
atmosphere. “Many of these Gays are 
involved in long-term relationships and/or 
have developed stable life patterns.” He 
predicted that many would not think of 
themselves as Gay first and that fact 
obligates the Gay movement to make a 
special effort to develop programs that 
would appeal to their needs. 

Several men discussed a desire to be 
involved in fund-raising for the Society, 
especially for specifica projects. The 
Whitman-Radcliffe Foundation at 2131 
Union Street was cited as an excellent 
way to channel funds, since you could 
deduct the amount from your income tax 
return. 

Also discussed was a need to appeal to 






the professional pride of Gays who have 
developed expertise in many areas via 
their work experience. Mr. Fitch pointed 
out that many Gay people are responding 
to the challenge that the Gay movement 
represents in terms of their own abilities. 
They can see that talent is precisely what 
any young movement needs first and 
foremost. 

It was decided to organize an open, 
Peninsula-wide meeting' on July 19th at 
the old clubhouse, bottom floor, on the 
Stanford Campus. The group planned to 
meet at least once before that event on 
June 21st and accepted Dotig’s offer of 
his house as the location. The possibility 
of another dinner meeting was kept open, 
as all seemed to appreciate that format. 
Several people volunteered to'investigate 
locations for the open meeting and 
contact GAY PEOPLE’S UNION. The 
meeting ended with announcements of 
upcoming events, including the June 3rd 
Gabby Diamond Awards, the June 14th 
Mr. Peninsula Contest at THE CRUISER, 
the June 16th S.I.R. Birthday Party at 83 
Sixth St., and the June 20th Open 
Meeting and Pot Luck Dinner at S.I.R.

There are no “Gay bars” as we know 
them. Every Pub is a potential meeting 
place for your first Aussie trick. ANZOS, 
in Paddington is a wine and beer bar, 
mostly Kamp guys, THE REX BAR in 
Kings Cross is also mostly Kamp guys, 
never totally so tho. As the Sydney pubs 
close at 10 PM you either go home or on 
to the TEXAS TAVERN in “the Cross” 
and cruise sailors from all over the world. 
Mostly Beaut Aussy guys. Of course if 
you know someone you can get into the 
private clubs that go on to 3 AM with 
drink, dancing, gambling (one armed 
bandits) and of course the usual cruising 
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male or female. 

Australia now has three Kamp bike 
clubs. Only one at the moment has an> 
type of clubrooms. What goes on there 
would make you think you were back or 
Folsom St. 

Being involved with bikeclubs ir 
Sydney I found the runs and one daj 
outings beautiful. I was able to mee 
some country folk, Fair-dinkum farn 
boys and lots of other bikies, both Kami 
and straight. Sex is to be had any when 
you find it as long as your presen 
yourself as a “man,” the usual Aussii 
doesn’t care’ for Pouftas or anything tha 
smacks of femininity. So for heaven sake 
keep your pins in. 

Since all pubs are closed on Sunday 
you can and should drive with friend 
about sixty miles from Sydney t< 
Scarbourgh. A small coastal town, with i 
pub you wouldn’t believe unless yoi 
remember the BLACK CAT on a Sunday 
I think Warren the M.C. took lesson 
from Jose’ himself. But again it’s mixe< 
from Kamp to Straight. Fun day if yoi 
watch the Aussie Beer. It’s HEAVY!!! /■ 
lot stronger than ours here in the States 

Anywhere you go in or near Sydney 
town, you find the natives very friendh 
and helpful. I returned from a one dai 
bikeclub run to Katoomba, about 16( 
miles from Sydney the next day 
intentionally so as to ride the country 
train. I meet a very nice Bloke who endec 
up taking me out to dinner and then tc 
bed. All I asked him was “how long is the 
train ride back to Sydney?” Well I got mj 
answer 

Since I did work while in Sydney, 
took the ferry every morning into the 
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central Quay, (pronounced Key) From 
there I took the train to my area of 
employment. All told about an hour. An 
hour of interesting conversations to say 
the least. Each day saw at least one Bogg 
on the way. Every train station has one. 
Usually the passenger involved in the 
conversation went along as well, and as 
usual the trip was on to the mattress. 
Sydney does have a very good transport 
system. When they aren’t on strike, which 
they do very often. 

With some fifteen good beaches 
surrounding Sydney you don’t have to go 
very far from wherever you live to sample 
the sand and surf- ies. Or the dressing 
sheds at these beaches. Again you will 
find the men very friendly and helpful for 
whatever your problem may be. 

The cost of living in Sydney is as high 
as here in San Francisco compared to 
their wage structure. Such items as Levis 
are much higher due to the import costs. 
Cigarettes as long as they are made in 
Australia are about the same, and cost 
about 35 cents. Rents are reasonable and 
charged by the week. Food is good if not 
a little different than here. All in all I 
would say “Australia is neither better or 
worse, good nor bad. It’s just different. 
Fantastic times can be had due to the 
weather, the beaches and the men!! Try 
it, you might like it. 

THE SEARCH 
by Don Jackson 

There’s only a grain of truth to the 
rumor that I have disappeared. Truth is, I 
became so demoralized, so depressed and 
so discouraged, I had to run away. I’ve 
been in Dixie on one of my knob 
polishing expeditions. 

The trip was a search. The collapse of 
the alternate news services and the 
underground press has deprived me of

most of my income. I can’t survive in San 
Francisco on what’s left of my income. 
So I went on a search, looking for a place 
or a life style that would be better. I tried 
out several places and several life styles. 
All of them were worse than here, so I 
have returned to make another effort to 
survive.- 

I’ve just about given up hope of 
finding a job. A job counselor at the State 
Employment Office told me that I am 
virtually unemployable. I have a long 
arrest, jail and prison record. I have a 
thick red squad file. I’m on the subversive 
persons’ list (because of my involvement 
with the Gay Liberation, Libertarian and 
Anarchist movements). I have a poor 
work record. I have a slight physical 
handicap that precludes doing heavy 
work. All of these black marks, except 
the last, are the results of being an 
admitted homosexual. 

On the trip, I got thrown in jail twice 
— In Magnolia, Arkansas and Savannah, 
Georgia. But I didn’t mind that too much 
because I got more tricks in the jails than 
I could have elsewhere. I visited and 
cruised nine poor houses in Mississippi, 
Alabama and Carolina. I stayed in 


fourteen Sally’s, and several weed 
patches. * I spent a week with the vast 
hordes of street Gays who inhabit the 
parks and river banks of New Orleans. 

When (and if) I get back into writing, 
I will report in detail on what is going on 
in these major segments of the Gay 
world. For now, I will give a quote from 
each of the scenes: 

“The queens are given the run of the 
joint here. They don’t care what we do 
because the superintendant thinks 
keeping the.men sexually satisfied calms 
them down, cuts down on fights, rapes, 
breakouts and discontent. But don’t you 
think they let you run wild for your 
benefit. They do it ‘cause they’re using 
the queens as a means of control’ — 
Savannah jailhouse queen. 

“Now-a-days, mostly just queens lives 
here. Old folks, families and disabled 
folks all gets welfare. Women can always 
make a living somehow, and straight guys 
will sleep in the weeds before they’ll 
come here, because everyone 
here-a-’bouts knows that the county poor 
house is a fairy palace.” - Mississippi 
Poor House resident.

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“A year ago I would a beat that shit 
out of anyone what said I was a queer. 
But then I found out pigs and respectable 
folk figures that jockers is just as queer as 
the queens. Jockers is always talkin ’bout 
what a man they are and how many cunts 
they fucked, but truth is, most of 
’em would rather fuck a queen than a real 
cunt.” — St. Pete jungle jocker. 

“The pigs say we must be stealing, 
hustling or selling dope because we don’t 
have no money or jobs. We have to trash 
now because the pigs closed down all the 
free eatin’ places. Besides trying to starve 
us out, they put up fences around the 


parks so no one can sleep there. They 
can’t figure out how we survive - that’s 
because with their facist mentality it 
doesn’t occur to them that we survive 
because we help each other.” - New 
Orleans Street Gay. 

“I flew all the way from Los Angeles 
to spend the three day weekend here. 
This one is my favorite, but many experts 
sya the great marble glory hole ofXaurel, 
Mississippi is the best. Leather queens 
swear by the one in the police station in 
Valdosta, Georgia - you have to walk 
right in front of the^iesk sargeant, and all 
the cops come in to get sucked off. Penile 
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S-t-r-e-t-c-h, heavy-weight Helenca trunks in 
the newest (and oldest) individualized de¬ 
signs. Created for us in London, created to 
cause a stir on you... whatever the island — 
ire, St. Croix, or Catalina.

THE JESUIT 
by John Gallahue. 

Stein & Day - $7.95 

The author of this novel which 
combines a religous background with all 
the suspense of a spy thriller, was once 
himself a Jesuit. He tells the story of an 
American Jesuit who was suddenly 
ordered to Rome by his superiors and at 
the special request of Eugenio Cardinal 
Pacelli (later Pope Pius XII) and then sent 
on a secret mission to aid the clandestine 
Catholics still in Russia. Once you are 
into this book, there is no putting it 
down. Background, characters and 
situations all have the ring of truth 
common to the best thrillers. Although a 
novel, then, is the story of Alexander 
Ulanov really fiction? Probably not. 

There are certain facts behind the 
telling of this story. Over the years sicne 
the Russian Revolution, the Catholic 
Church has sent several clandestine 
missionaries into Russia. An exchange of 
prisoners during the Kennedy regime 
freed an American priest whom the 
Russians had discovered and sentenced to 
twenty-three years in Siberia. But this is 
not his story. It is more likely the story 
of Michael Herbigny who died in 1956 in 
France. The author first learned his story 
in 1959, when the author was trying to 
get out of the Jesuits. 

The Jesuits and the Catholic Church 
are ancient and very conservative. In 
recent years the Church and its various 
organizations have made efforts to relate 
in a more, modern sense to the changing 
world. Such attempts in the fifties by 
individual members were without 
sanction and much criticised. 

The time was too soon in those 
pre-Vatican Council days. Such 
individuals were “disciplined” in various 
ways. When Gallihue joined the 
Americans For Democratic Action and 
tried to equate church and sociology, he 
was given the overloaded chore of 
teaching thirty hours of languages per 
week. He knows eight languages, but 
thirty hours of teaching can very 
effectively cut out any extra activities. 

Gallahue went through all the formal 
mechanics of leaving the order and very 
quietly also lef the .Church. He continued 
to teach at New School and Fordham. His 
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schedule now calls for teaching two days 
a week, and a private practice as a 
psychoanalyst three days a week. 

Since the publication of this book 
both the author and his publisher have 
heard from people who know more^of the 
story he has told or who have been able 
to confirm details of a story which has 
been buried in secret Vatican archives. 
You will find this book in many ways a 
story of frustration and suspense, and an 
ending of fantastic impact. 


LAUGHING ALL THE WAY 
by Barbara Howar. 

Stein & Day - $7.95 

Some ladies run at the mouth. 
Because they are of a certain age (or 
beyond it), no longer at the peak of 
beauty, possess little verve or elan or 
camp, but are in fact seriously'; running 
scared, they get laughed at, scorned, and 
called Moutha. Barbara Howar is a 
southern lady to whom this would never 
happen. She has many a comment to 
make, and she is quite serious a lot of the 
time. But she has tremendous wit and, 
much more important, a capacity for 
laughing at herself, a very saving grace, 
and theresis always a touch of gossip and 
a little rumor to liven things up. This 
makes for a livelysand entertaining book 
with many a wild glimpse of Washington 
during the sixties. 

Barbara Howar was unofficial 
lady-in-waiting to the Johnson girls. She 
was well-married, but she had the time 
and the inclination to rise in Washington 
society by whatever means it took. She 
could zero in on the sweet smell of 
success, and she enjoyed being around 
success and power. Some of it rubbed off. 
on her, and that bit was built into a live 
personaltiy to go with looks and style and 
eventually television. For perhaps some 
of the more interesting paragraphs of this 
book have to do with her experiences on 
television with the Susskinds. But there is 
also enough Johnson lore. Chaperone and 
confidante to girls with a very wise and 
sharp mother and that mother’s wise, 
sharp and envious satellites, such as Liz 
Carpenter, would get any lady^up to her 


























neck in situations. 

Just as with Auntie Mame, there are 
many poignant moments in this book. 
Life was not all wine and roses. For 
through all the social ups and downs, 
there were also personal ups and downs. 
At one point her son was desperately ill. 
At another point, her marriage broke up. 
There were love affairs with a senator and 
with a Johnson advisor, if anyone wants 
to play guessing games, for they are not 
named. And there were dates with Henry 
which did not involve mutual carnal 
knowledge. 

Her portrait of Henry Kissinger is 
highly amusing. He emerges as a scholar 
at play with a macabre sense of humor 
and a movie-German accent. He enjoys 
the company of women, listens to them 
raptly, but pays not the slightest 
attention to what they say. His danger 
lies in that Henry knows what’s best for 
all. 

Her portraits of Luci and Lynda are 
highly critical, yet at the same time they 
are sympathetic Little Girls Lost. And 
there is a great deal ofs sympathy for 
Martha Mitchell. Life is a bit heavy for 
her. Martha Mitchell has no women 
friends in her o\Vn echelon. She is lonely 
and frightened. But she exhibits no signs 
of being an alcoholic. There is no facial 
ruddiness, no broken veins. 

This book is Washington and 
Washington people dissected. You have to 
be somewhat unusual, she says, to want 
to live in that city by choice, and she 
chose to do so. It is a city of many decent 
men, but of frew great men. This is an 
insider’s book, with all the blunders, but 
little apology.

THE BOYFRIEND 

Currently playing weekends at THE 
VILLAGE is Sandy Wilson ’s' sure-fire 
spoof of the tittering Twenties, THE 
BOYFRIEND. Chuck Zinn, the director, 


has opted for the look of the late 20’s, 
with art deco sets and flowing chiffon 
gowns with hemlines below the knees. 
This was the time of “lounge lizards” and 
girls who had “It” and longed to be 
vamps and languid sophistication was the 
order of the day. Unfortunately, Mr. Zinn 
has directed his cast with the bubbling 
enthusiasm of the earlier 20’s, blending a 
variety of styles so badly that the 
direction is confused and out of focus 
and the show has no definite style. Some 
of the cast perform almost toally 
naturally, while others wildly exaggerate 
the foolish posing and posturing of this 
madcap era. The show needs a levelling 
out, a degree of stylization that all the 
actors will work within. For instance, 
early in the first act, Maisie says, “Here 
comes Polly now!” and then runs up to 
the window to see Polly. That’s very 
funny, but nowhere else in the show is 
'this high camp humor used, so it becomes 
a one-shot gimmick that throws off the 
balance. It appears as if Mr. Zinn never 
quite decided whether to play it straight 
or lampoon the period, so he does a litte 
of both. Of course, stylized comedy is 
one of the most difficult things in the

theatre to do well because it requires 
absolute control and a goodly knowledge 
of the comedy, of manners. If it was his 
intention to recreate an authentic flavor jf 
a musical of the 20’s, then performances, 
such as Doug Marglin’s Dulcie (who 
performs like a wired Betty Hutton), that 
are over-exaggerated parodies should be 
toned down. The performers in the cast 
who come off the best are the ones 
who’ve maraged to hit a 
middle-of-the-road level, campy but not 
overblown. 

Certainly, the master of high style is 
Mel Lenny, finally coming into his own as 
Madame Dubonnet after years as a 
supporting actress to other leading ladies. 
His performance is full of charm and wit, 
with the ever-present twinkle in the eye, 
and he commands the stage from start to 
finish with a vintage Dubonnet that’s 
aged well. His is a superb characterization 
that captures perfectly the grace and 
humor of a bygone era. If you go for no 
other reason, you must see BOY FRIEND 
just to appreciate the remarkable 
performance of Mr. Lenny. 

But fortunately, there are several 
other outstanding performances to enjoy. 
Mike Lewis, looking like a lecherous 
Agnes Moorehead, makes Hortense, the 
maid, a vital hilarious character who 
evokes the best laughs of the evening. His 
tango with handsome George Lowy is a 
highpoint of subtle skill. Tony Michaels 
and Ricky Lester (Maisie and Bobby) 
share the honors for [providing the 
show-stopping numbers, leading the 
enthusiastic chorus in Doug Marglin’s 
exciting “Riviera” number, a bona fide 
blockbuster, and “Safety in Numbers,” 
Maisie’s musical philosophy of romance 
which has Mr. Michaels running up the 
boys backs into a leap into Mr. Lester’s 
arms. Mr. Lester acts and dances in a 
manner reminiscent of Bobby Van, 
























































Tony Michaels & Ricky Lester provide 
show-stopping moments. 
brimming with vitality, and Mr. Michael’s 
soignee pseudo-sophisticate protrayal 
gives us the most genuine flapper onstage. 
They are both talented “finds” much 
needed for future productions. Equally 
engaging are Gene Hart and Gene Joseph 
as Lord and Lady Brockhurst. Mr. Hart is 
delightful as he pinches and pats the 
“ladies” of the chorus as an old coot in 
search of young c...uties, while Mr. 
Joseph stomps and blusters regally as his 
veddy English harpie-wife. They’re 
beautifully matched together, offsetting 
each other as sparkling gems. 

Acting with all the charm of 
deadwood and the grace of Ken and 
Barbie dolls are Bob Rendulic and Tadd 
Waggoner, as the ingenue leads, Tony and 
Polly. They both sing well, particularly 
Mr. Rendulic, but the minute they stop 
singing or have to move, it’s disaster. Mr. 
Rendulic taps his way through “I Could 
Be Happy” with a plastered smile hiding 
an expression of pure pain, while Mr. 
Waggoner has a tendency to sing/talk out 
of the side of his mouth, giving sweet 
Polly a certain James Cagney quality that 
brings an interesting dimension to the 
character, but not one a director might 
want. They are, to say the least, 
unfortunate. 

Technically, Steven Saddler and Cliff 
Reynolds have created marvelously 
attractive sets (particularly the third act), 
Shirley has designed (with one or two 
horrendous exceptions — Tony’s 
messenger uniform for one) a sparkling 
array of splashy color and 
tongue-in-cheek design (particularly the 
third act black-and-white costumes), and 
Doug Marglin has choreographed lively, 
imaginative routines that boost the show 
considerably (particularly his third act 
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numbers). The first two acts flash fitfully, 
but in the third act, the whole show jells 
and the cast becomes an ensemble instead 
of a series of individual performances. 
Larry Canaga and his 5-piece tea dancing 
orchestra evoke the dissonent sound of 
the period, and the show moves along at a 
brisk pace, after a faltering first act. It is a 
visually handsome production, lull of 
color and movement; it just lacks insight 
beneath the superficiality, like receiving a 


pretty postcard with nothing written on 
it. 

THE BOY FRIEND remains a 
delightful, high-stepping romp that 
requires nothing more of an audience 
than the willingness to sit back and be 
entertained... and entertaining it is!!

The chart at the head of this column 
is for the morning of Saturday the 16th.

I often wonder, dear readers, if you 
realize the extent of what I will endure to 
get an interview! Tempest Storm (ah, 
what memories that name evokes) is 
currently appearing at the 
OFF-BROADWAY. The management is 
nothing but cooperative in arranging an 
interview with Miss Storm, so I arrive on 
a dreary Monday evening filled with 
anticipation. As I sit down to catch the 
first show, four ladies, who look like 
they’ve just climbed out of bed, walk out 
onstage totally nude and bounce around 
the stage in a listless go-go routine. After 
the Canine Chorus exits, there follows an 
atrocious tap dancer/comedian who is 
singularly unfunny and seems to resent 
the audience for being smart enough not 
to appreciate his efforts. Finally, a 
mysterious voice announces “Ladies and 
Gentlemen, Miss Tempest Storm!” The 
curtains part and there she stands, 
gorgeously gowned with tons of flaming 
red hair, a hot pink satin divan behind 
her, and her wardrobe all in orange and 
peach colors. Onstage, she looks about 28

years old, her^body is firm and her act 
suggestive but never dirty. Tempest 
Storm is from the old school of stripping 
when a hint was better than a statement, 
and it’s a joy to watch a good stripper 
who knows her business. 

Backstage, under harsh glaring light, 
she still looks quite lovely. Unlike so 
many in her profession, there is no hint 
of hardness about her. She is 
soft-spoken, quiet and one of those rare 
people who gives you her undivided 
attention as she talks to you. She is 
dressed in a blue chiffon wrapper that 
plunges to the navel, with those large 
bosoms much in evidence. Asked if she 
objects to being referred to as a stripper, 
Miss Storm seems to hesitate a moment, 
and then frankly looks me straight in the 
eye and says, “I prefer to be called an 
entertainer, because, after all, that’s what 


I am. There’s more to stripping than just 
taking off your clothes, and I’m here to 
entertain the people.” Asked if she feels 
the topless/bottomless craze has hurt the 
art of stripping, she replies, “Oh, 
definitely. I still believe in leaving 
something to the imagination... If they 
want to go nude, they can still do it with 
more dignity and class.” As we talk, Miss 
Storm makes it quite evident that she will 
fight tooth and nail to elevate the image 
of the stripteaser. She doesn’t smoke, 
there is a calm dignity in all her answers 
with never even one teensy “hell” or 
“damn” thrown in, and she makes it 
perfectly clear that she disapproves of 
vulgarity onstage, such as when she 
opened a couple of years back at 
Forbidden City in Honolulu and found 
she was working with a sex act on the 
bill. She turned to the owner and said, 
“You must be kidding!” 

She started her career in 1951 at the 
Follies Theater in L.A. (she’s from Palos 
Verdes, Calif, originally), working in the 
chorus line and doing straight woman to 
the comics. When she got her specialty 
solo, Lillian Hunt, the wardrobe lady of 
the theater, said she had to change her 
name and suggested Tempest Storm. Miss 
Storm asked her for a second choice so 
she could choose and Miss Hunt then 
suggested Sunny Day. Replied La Storm, 
“I’ll take the first one.” She has since 
offically changed her name; “Names are 
so important in this business.” She went 
on the headline every major burlesque 
house in the country. Other more veteran 
strippers, who worked “hard,” were 
amazed that people would line up to see a 
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stripteaser who didn’t even “flash” at the 
end of her act. When asked about her 
working cohorts and whom she admires, 
she frankly admits that she doesn’t go to 
see other “exotic” acts when she’s not 
working and seldom sees the acts on the 
bill with her. After the Minsky circuit and 
numerous other houses closed their 
doors, she starred at the Dunes Hotel in 
Vegas in a lavish act created for her by 
Robert Sydney, who does Mitzi Gaynor 
and Ann Margret’s acts. Walter Winchell 
called it “The most sinful act in Vegas” 
and Miss Storm admits that she “barely 
managed to keep from making a garage 
out of the Dunes!” One night, while 
working in Vegas, she went to see Frank 
Sinatra. He introduced her by saying, 
“Ladies and gentlemen, I would like to 
introduce you to a very beautiful lady 
who taught me how to dress.” After she 
took her bow, he said, “You all thought 
I’d say undress, didn’t you??” 

Recently she has played a seven week 
tour of college campuses, working with a 
rock group called The James Gang. They 
finished their tour with a one-week-only 
performance at Carnegie Hall, which 
earned Miss Storm the title “The First 
Stripper to ever play Carnagie Hall.” She 
admits the management was a little upset 
at first at the thought of Heifetz, 
Rubinstein and Storm performing on the 
same stage, but they saw her act and 
found nothing offensive and she got the 
go-ahead. After she closes her two-month 
engagement at the OFF-BROADWAY, 
she will embark on her first lecture tour, 
playing 35 or 40 colleges, lecturing on 
“Sex and the Art of Stripping.” And 
eventually she wants to write her book, 
tentatively titled “The World on A 
String.” Basically, she’s done most 
everything there is to do professionally, 
and she says, “I’m trying to figure out 
how to follow myself.” 

She’s a delightful woman, with a sense 
of humor that catches you unaware. I ask 
about the large amount of red hair she 
has, suspecting there might be a fall or 
two added, and shes wisely smiles at me 
and says, “I don’t want to give away my 
secrets in print!”' But if you’re really 
curious, she’ll be glad to tell you 
backstage. Talking about Raquel Welch’s 
nightclub act, she says, “I think she made 
such a mistake cutting her hair to that 
shoulder-length bob. She looks so much 
better with all that long red hair... (she 
giggles suddenly) like me.” She knows

how to present the image of Tempest 
Storm and what the people expect to see, 
and I have a hunch she’s really kind of 
amused with herself. At one time, her 
greatest ambition was to sing; she even 
had a record contract with Roulette 
Records, but somehow she never got 
around to it. As she talks about it, I get 
the impression that this was important to 
her and may be her one big regret of her 
career, that she never became a singer.

Her wardrobe is made for her sight 
unseen by “2 Gay boys” in New Jersey. 
She’s working across the street from 
FINOCCHIO’S right now and can’t wait 
to get in to see the show again, and she 
mentions that she is looking for someone 
to make her some new wardrobe while 
she’s here. She asks me what kind of 
paper B.A.R. is, and I tell her it’s a Gay 
paper. I hesitate, she looks me right in the 
eye, as much as to say, “So what?”, and I 
gather Tempest Storm and Gay boys get 
along quite well. (In fact, as I leave that 
night, several are in her audience) “I 
believe in everybody doing their own 
thing.” She loves San Francisco and is 
thinking of moving here permanently. 

All of a sudden, she pauses, listens and 
realizes her next show is coming up and 
she’s not even dressed. As she dashes to 
get ready, I thank her and make my 
departure amidst a flurry of feathers and 
beaded g-strings. 

As Tempest Storm confidently said to 
me, so I repeat it to you: “I can hold my 
own under any circumstances!” She ain’t 
kiddin’, and proves it nightly (except 
Sunday) back on the boards on 
Broadway... and it’s a pleasure to see her.

words and actions that Little Miss Dimple 
Face would never have done (the image 
you know) and introduces to the screen 
in her stead the first exciting female child 
star since Mary Bradham (“To Kill A 
Mockingbird”), her name is Tatum 
0 Neah lt s a name that one day may 
become even more famous than that of 
her father and co-star in the film, R yan 
O Neal. As far as I know, this is a 
movie-first - casting father and daughter 
(if 1 m wrong, movie buffs, please 
correct). 
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Personally, I’m not a Ryan O’Neal fan 
but I must confess that I found him 
excellent in this film. I don’t know what 
happened, but obviously the chemistry 
was very right all around, for he shines 
just as brightly as his daughter — which is 
saying a lot for the little girl is a scene 
stealer. 

‘‘Paper Moon” tells the story of a 
roving con-man hustling bibles in the 
mid-west. Moses Pray (Poppa Ryan) is the 
con-man who picks up the orphaned waif, 
Addie (Tatum O’) at her mother’s 
funeral. It seems that Moses knew Addie’s 
mom and so agrees (for a slight fee) to 
take Addie to her Aunt in St. Jo. There is 
some question as to who Addie’s father is 
and she is quite sure at first that Moses 
might just be the right man. Their 
adventures in running con-games on the 
populace of Kansas and Missouri provides 
the main action of the film. There are 
many individual gem performances with 
the standout ones delivered by Madeline 
Kahn (“What’s Up Doc” funny lady) and 
15 year old P.J. Johnson. 

Miss Kahn plays a cute and cuddly 
carnival dancer by the name of “Trixie 
Delight” with Miss Johnson as her 
“pickaninny” maid.

You never grow tired of 
it, from the opening strains of “It’s Only 
a Paper Moon” thru to the outrageous 
closing theme, “Keep Your Sunnyside 
Up. The black and white photography 
adds much to keeping the period look to 
the film as well as the hair styles & 
costumes (Ryan looks great in mustache 
and wavy.Jiair).

Thom Paine and associates are doing a 
nice job in running the theatre (as well as 
their newly aquired Powell St. Theatre) 
and it’s always a pleasure to attend the 
Laurel.

It is also defined as “a group 
that is extremist or bizarre.” The 
preceding definition is the only way to 
best describe the production of 
“XXXXX” now at The Neighborhood 
Theatre (located on the campus of U.C. 
Extension). It has all of the above listed 
qualities necessary for it to be classified 
as avant-garde, unfortunately, the play is 
not my cup of tea. I’ll stay with the tried 
and true forms of theatre. 

The production is the creation of

‘ William M. Hoffman and is billed as the 
West Coast Premiere of his comedy. A 
comedy it is not... a vulgar mockery of 
the Bible it is! The story is an old one, 
dealing with the conception of Jesus, his 
life and death. Mr. Hoffman’s script is 
overtly crude and the dialogue distasteful. 
Why the title “XXXXX” I have no idea. 
Why not “AAAAA.” In my book if 
awards could be given for Z minus plays 
Mr.. Hoffman’s product would win hands 
down. 

Despite the obvious drawbacks of the 
play the Gallery Theatre Company has 
managed to produce a passable vehicle. It 
is the expert direction of Tom Cox and 
the excellent versatile talents of his cast 
that save the production from being a 
total loss. Working within the impossible 
confines of the theatre Mr. Cox brings 
forth the lighter moments of the play in 
illuminating style. His use of stop action 
and exaggerated hand movements help 
the production to flow easily. The 
acoustics, however, are one problem the 
director cannot correct, they are horrible. 
The lighting, hopefully, he can - it’s 
much too muted. 

The play is narrated by Lee Mentley 
whose physical stature is much too 
masculine for him to be so gayly feminine 
(hairy chest and the bra look are a 
no-no!). The cast also consists of Robert 
Kirt as the Holy Ghost, David Morgan as 


I Lee 'Mentley in the Off-Broadway comedy “XXXXX’ 
Jesus, Linda Maki as the heavily bosomed 
Mary and Lang Fanger as Joseph. The 
music is handled by Jim Noclman who 
utilizes a conglomeration of exotic 
musical instruments to add flavor to the 
production. 

Avant-garde theatre may enjoy some 
sort of popularity in New York, but, in 
San Francisco its potential is doubtful. 
The mass audiences here, including 
myself, are much too conservative for this 
bizarre type of theatre. 

After intermission the audience is 
treated to the speical guest appearance of 
Mona Mandrake. I‘ for one, was 
entertained by his stylized, comedic 
musical routines and by his overall stage 
presence. He perfo/ms in drag which has 
to be his primary selling factor and his 
wardrobe is outrageous. Vocally he 
leaves a lot to be desired but he manages 
to work comfortably within his limited 
range. He is by far the best of the two 
segments.
